this includes both large and small character types; however, it is unknown exactly how many of each were struck. The Hupeh Tael was 
introduced as part of a projected coinage reform based on the traditional Chinese weight standard, rather than the Dollar system. In 
the initial proposal to produce these coins, it was also suggested to produce smaller denominations in the values of 1, 2, and 5 Mace. 
However, no such pieces have surfaced (even in pattern form) and it is unlikely they were ever produced. The general populace found 
it complicated in converting two distinctly different coinage systems, especially when making change. A Hupeh Tael housed in the 
British museum supports this by showing evidence of cutting to make change. The British museum specimen is essentially mint state 
with a large pie shape section cut from the coin. The cut is in a similar manner to the “broken dollars” picture on pg. 121 figure 4.10 of 
Joe Cribbs reference “Money in the Bank”. This short lived series circulated for only a brief period and was soon after replaced by the 
unified Tai Ching Ti Kuo silver coinage. Although the Hupeh Tael coinage has a fairly large mintage, most were likely melted down to 
be made into later coinage. It is interesting to note that the Hupeh Taels were struck in 0.877 fine silver, as opposed to the 0.960 fine 
silver set forth by the currency regulations of 1905. Bold strike with even attractive tone and strong underlying luster. An excellent 
example of this ever popular one year issue that is sure to delight the new owner.

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PROVINCIAL ISSUES

Chow Yuen Yu. Exact weight 1 Tsaoping Tael.” Hyper-inflation caused by the Tai Ping Rebellion led to the hoarding of silver. At this 
time, foreign coins, namely Spanish eight Reales, circulated in Shanghai at a considerable premium. In 1856, the Shanghai authorities 
authorized silversmiths to issue coinage in an attempt to replace the Spanish 8 Reales. The firms Wong Yung Shen, Ching Cheng 
Chee and Yu Shen Sheng were granted permission to issue coinage in the denominations of 1 Tael and 5 Mace. This was a short lived 
coinage as the monthly output was only about 3,000 pieces and was not large enough to meet the demand. This combined with the 
large number of forgeries entering circulation doomed the project to a short period of only about six months. Extremely significant, 
as the Shanghai series represents the first Tael coinage produced in China. Lustrous with excellent surfaces. Sharply struck and highly 
attractive.

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REPUBLIC GENERAL ISSUES

coin). Struck in bronze. The unadopted Gold Standard Dollar gives testament to Chinas struggles to find a workable financial policy 
in the decades following the 1911 Revolution and the ensuing travails during the drive towards full unification. In an effort to find this 
elusive solution the Nanking Government invited foreign economists to give a detailed report on the state of Chinese finances and 
offer recommendations on policy change and fiscal structure. This overview was known as the Kemmerer Report and advocated the 
gradual introduction of coins issued on the gold standard with the design similar to the already circulating Sun Yat-sen “Junk” Dollars 
with the monetary unit and its fractions known as “1 Sun, 1/2 Sun, etc.”. The commission brought in by the Nanking Government 
was headed by world renowned “Money Doctor” Professor Edwin Kemmerer. In the early 1900 s Kemmerer had been appointed as 
the Financial Advisor to the United States Philippine Commission and as an outspoken advocate and ardent defender of the gold 
standard he developed the plan which placed the Philippine monetary system under it. Throughout the 1910s and ‘20s Kemmerer 
worked alternately as professor at Cornell and Princeton and as an economic advisor to several countries, predominantly in Central 
and South America. Eventually he became the leader of advisory commissions which allowed for much more in depth analysis and 
recommendation, as was done in the case of the Kemmerer Commission which was summoned to China in the autumn of 1929 and 
did not deliver its final report until late autumn of 1930. This report was not released to the public until May of the following year, 
after which the order for dies and trials were placed (with the intention of dating them to 1929). The U.S. Mint at Philadelphia was 
contracted to produce the dies for the proposed “Sun” units which maintained the overall appearance of the concurrent “Birds over 
Junk” Dollars with modifications to the reverse design. Prepared by the then Chief Engraver John Sinnock the modified design has 
moved the three geese from soaring over the junk to skimming along the water just below it. This modification may coincide with the 
removal of the geese altogether from the design of the regular Dollars of 1933 as according to Kann, “Because the rising sun might 
have been confounded with the national emblem of Japan, and the wild geese likened to oncoming Japanese warplanes”. Additionally 
a legend was added stating, “Gold Standard Currency One Dollar” in place of the simple denomination, “One Yuan”. The subsequent 
fractional “Suns” share these design elements with of course the appropriate changes to the denominations. Once the dies were 
prepared a small trial run of pieces were struck and along with the dies were shipped to Shanghai where famed mechanical engineer 
Clifford Hewitt had established a new modern mint, having been under contract by the Chinese government since 1920 following 
the opening of the Manila Mint which he helped set up. This piece is identified by most references as a “Mint Sport” with the obverse 
design of the 1929 Sun Yat-sen pattern pieces and the reverse of the aforementioned “Gold Standard” Junk design. Still maintaining 
luster in the protected areas and showing few signs of handling, this piece is a wondrous rarity of type and condition. Though the 
gold standard project never came to fruition this mint sport and the few pieces which exist have been coveted numismatic rarities 
practically since they were struck.

Minted in 1932, issued for the State Bank of the Chinese Soviet Republic for areas 
around the Central Revolutionary Base. To our knowledge, this type was first described by Duncan Raeburn in the Bulletin of The 
Numismatic Society of China in 1937. The obverse depicts the classic hammer and sickle atop a globe with Chinese legend around 
reading, “ALL THE PROLETARIANS WORLDWIDE UNITE!” The central reverse displays “One Yuan” or “One Dollar” with Chinese 
legend above displaying the date of 1932. It is interesting to note the date is arranged in a western manner as 1932 which deviates from 
the traditional Chinese method of dating coins. The lower legend on the reverse is arranged in a “Pseudo Russian” script of somewhat 
debased Cyrillic, transcribed as “Soviet Chinese Republic”. Of the utmost rarity and importance as this ranks among the earlier of the 
Soviet issues, believed by many to have been struck for use in the Hupeh-Honan-Anhwei revolutionary base area. The only bilingual 
coin of the Soviet series, it is considered one of the key pieces in assembling a collection of Soviet Dollars. Uneven strike which is not 
unusual for this issue that was produced under harsh primitive minting conditions.

During the reign of Charles I (1625-49) a number of 
factors put strain on the relationship between the King 
and Parliament. The King’s marriage to a Roman Catho¬ 
lic, failure in wars with Spain and France, the levying of 
taxes without the consent of Parliament and the use of 
antiquated laws to fine individuals led to revolts from 
both the Scots and the Irish as well as estranging the King 
from the main factions in Parliament. One of the final 
blows before the start of the war was Charles’ attempted 
arrest of five members of the House of Commons, actu¬ 
ally entering the House by force with an armed guard. 
After this failed arrest attempt Parliament seized control 
of London and Charles marched north to raise an army 
against them. The king would eventually control the west 
and north of England and set up his court at Oxford in 
October of 1642, which also produced coinage for the 
Royalists. 

While assembled in Wellington before one of the first 
battles of the war the King made what became known 
as the “Wellington Declaration” wherein he declared 
he would uphold “the Protestant Religion, the Laws of

England and the Liberty of Parliament”. This slogan was 
afterward given a Latin abbreviation which was added 
to the design of several of his coins including the Triple 
Unites of 1642-44 which displays it on the reverse in 
three wavy lines or within an unfurled scroll. This de¬ 
sign is surmounted by the Roman numeral “HI” for the 
denomination and surrounded by three banded plume 
mint marks. On the obverse we see Charles’ half-length 
bust (at times robed) holding an upright sword and olive 
branch. This warrior image (along with the equestrian 
motif found on the silver issues) is prevalent in much of 
Charles’ coinage and was meant to inspire as many of his 
subjects as possible. However his cause was all but lost 
by 1645 in the face of the Parliamentarians’ New Model 
Army under Sir Thomas Fairfax and Oliver Cromwell. 
While seeking assistance from a Scottish army in Not¬ 
tinghamshire he was handed over to Parliament only to 
broker a secret deal with the Scots leading to the Second 
Civil War where he was once again defeated and this time 
he was tried, convicted and executed.

tion or all of the lots held by Stacks Bowers, in a commercially reasonable manner, 
which may include a public or private sale, in a quantity sufficient in the opinion 
of Stacks Bowers to satisfy the indebtedness, plus all accrued charges, and Stacks 
Bowers may charge a sellers commission that is commercially reasonable. More 
than one such sale may take place at the option of Stacks Bowers.
